Ihe  uiiusiiul  pattern  necessary  in  iijiproaching  some  of  our  re- 
strieled  airports  in  Ihc  primitise  areii. 

Ihe  following  reeommcnitalions  huse  been  made  by  Ihe 
Forest  Service  in  (he  miiller  of  Ihe  Iralfie  pattern  ut  Ihe  Moose 
( reck  landing  strip.  Many  of  these  recommendations  pertain 
to  many  mountain  fields. 

"I.  .\ny  pilot  expecting  to  use  Moose  (reek  field  safely 
must  base  a suitable  airplane  and  good  recent  experience  in 
mountain  living  and  use  of  mountain  strips. 

“2.  I niess  vou  have  been  to  Moose  (reek  recently,  land 
first  at  (irangeville.  Idaho  or  Missonlii.  Montana  and  ask 
(•rangeville  \ir  Service  or  Johnson  Flying  Service  for  informa- 
tion on  weather,  eorrent  runway  conditions,  pattern,  etc. 

".3.  FAcejit  ill  real  ctnergeiiev  do  not  attempt  to  fund  or 
lake  off  at  Moose  (reek  on  summer  afternoons.  Plan  for 
early  morning  or  evening  use.  preferably  Ihe  first. 

"4.  FxeepI  lor  Ihe  pilot  with  tong  experience  on  this 
field,  Ihe  present  runway  is  siricllv  a one-way  chance — landing 
toward  Ihe  buildings  at  northeast  end.  taking  off  to  the  south- 
west down  Selwav  river.  If  there  is  a strong  tail  wind,  don't 
land. 

"5.  Be  sharp.  Above  all  do  not  assume  Ibal  your  air- 
plane IS  the  only  one  using  an  isolated  field,  loo  mans  base 
lieen  disilbisiuned,  The  approach  is  blind. 

"6.  Before  ajiroaeh,  do  a full  lell  circle  at  1500  feel 
(.3N00  above  sea  levell  and  cheek  runwav.  wind  and  traffic.  If 
okey  go  down  Ihc  Selway  canyon  to  the  mouth  of  Ihc  second 
jironounccd  side  drainage  on  your  right  below  Moose  (reek. 
Do  a IHO  there  und  return  tiji  euiison.  On  eompteling  landing 
gel  your  aircraft  off  Ihe  runway  jiromplly  and  keep  it  off  until 
rends  for  takeoff. 

"7.  lakeoffs  are  esjiecially  critical.  1 oaded  airplanes  in 
final  iijiproach  are  committed  and  cannot  see  the  field  well 
during  their  nm  up  canyon.  In  preparing  for  takeoff,  check 
with  the  forest  ranger  as  to  conditions  and  incoming  traffic. 
You  can  also  file  with  him.  look  and  listen  before  starling 
sour  engine:  take  another  good  look  before  starting  sour  run. 
Make  use  of  all  runway  asailahic  at  sour  end.  It  may  be  needed 
and  ssill  give  you  a lielter  chance  to  clear  anyone  coming  up 
canyon."

that  when  you  tic  your  airplane  down,  you  be  sure  you  tie  it 
in  .in  area  svhich  h.is  rcccnth  been  burned  over  or  in  which 
the  vcgct.ition  is  not  susceptible  to  combustion 

I here  arc  several  instances  m which  aircraft  have  been 
tied  down  in  grassy  are. is  and  due  to  a grass  fire,  these  uircr.ill 
have  been  burned  Aircraft  have  also  been  destroyed  by  fire 
from  sparks  selling  the  grass  on  fire  under  the  aircraft  when  the 
motor  was  started  Don't  lie  your  .nrplane  down  in  a dry  grass 
arc.1  .md  if  your  .iirport  has  high  grass  in  the  vicinity  of  (he 
h.ingar  or  aircraft,  do  something  about  having  the  grass  re- 
moved or  burned 

This  warning  from  the  Stale  Forester  comes  .it  a time  when 
dry  grass  on  airports  and  landing  strips  is  a hazard  due  to  fire.

By  federal  regulation  there  arc  currently  four  grades  of 
pilot  certificates— student,  private,  commercial  and  air  trans- 
port rating  with  various  ratings  that  may  be  obtained  for  each 
grade,  hspcrience  rcquircmcnls  arc  so  designed  that  for  each 
gr.idc  of  certificate  a certain  experience  level  must  be  rc.iched 
and  flight  cx.iminalions  are  govxcrcncd  accordingly  When  a 
pilot  IS  granted  a private  pilot's  certificate  he  may  carry  passen- 
gers but  not  for  compensation  The  privilege  is  retained  for 
those  people  possessing  appropriate  commercial  certificates 
We  realize  that  it  is  diffieotl  for  the  general  public  to  differeni- 
alc  between  Ihc  various  grades  of  certificates,  but  when  you 
plan  to  make  a flight  it  behooves  every  one  to  investigate  the 
experience  level  of'  the  pilot  If  he  is  unknown  to  you.  check 
with  your  local  airport  manager  or  fixed  base  operator  who  will 
be  able  to  provide  you  with  the  general  background  of  the  pilot 
involved  Ucw.ire  of  "share  the  expense  schemes"  so  often 
proposed  by  pilots  not  holding  valid  commercial  certificates. 
All  major  cities  m the  stale  have  available  competent  fixed  base 
operators  who  maintain  professional  pilots  on  their  payrolls  for 
the  express  purpose  of  .iir  charter  work  Also,  their  aircraft 
must  be  maintained  to  the  highest  standards  of  mcchanie.il 
condition  These  are  people  to  utilize  for  fast,  efficient  air 
iransporlalion  — Pireps

AIRBORNF  POSTAL  CVRDS  SASF  MILLIONS.  TIMT 

Some  time  this  month  the  100  millionth  air  mail  postal  card 
will  roll  off  the  presses  at  the  Government  Printing  Office,  rep- 
resenting a savings  to  the  mailing  public  of  more  than  $2,000.- 
000 

The  postal  card  became  airborne  more  than  eight  years 
ago.  when  it  was  made  a part  of  the  postal  service  in  January. 
1949  Conceived  by  Californian.  Milt  Forrest,  the  air  mail  card 
is  practically  as  fast  as  a telegraphic  night  letter.  And  cost  of 
passage  IS  only  4 cents' 

The  air  mail  postal  card  is  finding  increasing  usage  in 
business  and  industry  as  a fast,  economical  means  of  communi- 
cation, But  Milt  Forrest  is  far  from  content  He  feels  the  Post 
Office  still  has  a big  selling  job  to  do  on  the  card.  According 
to  his  own  surveys,  only  7 out  of  10  Americans  are  aware  that 
they  can  send  an  air  mail  message  for  2 cents  less  than  the 
popular  air  mail  price 

The  Post  Office  Department  has  realized  tremendous  sav- 
ings from  the  handy,  speedy  message  form,  since  the  4 cent 
air  mail  card  c.in  be  flown  for  a fraction  of  the  cost  of  an 
ordinary  air  mail  letter.

Cogswell  learned  to  fly  in  Great  Falls  with  the  Skyway 
Flying  Service  He  now  has  several  hundred  hours  under  his 
bell  and  uses  his  airplane  very  extensively  in  his  business, 
travelling  to  all  parts  of  the  country.  He  has  been  the  proud 
owner  of  several  airplanes  and  he  now  flys  a Beech  Bonanza 
He  is  very  active  in  Grc.it  Falls  civic  affairs  and  in  the  de- 
velopment of  any  of  the  resources  of  Moninn.i  which  will  in- 
terest the  people  of  our  country  to  our  slate  with  particular 
active  support  on  his  p.irt  in  Montana  aviation  development.
